HARDY GOOD QUALITY STOCK SECURED TO REPLACE HAIL LOSS 


On June 25th, 1948, our nursery was struck by a terrific hail, wind and rain storm. 
As the injuries to our nursery stock gradually became apparent and we realized that 
most of our growing stock would not be salable next spring, we started out to purchase 
new stock. Going to the larger wholesale nurseries of Minnesota we learned who had 
the best stock of the various kinds we would need. One nursery had a very large supply 
of Mugho Pine of extra good quality; another had well-grown Black Hill Spruce; one 
nursery had some of the scarce Schwedler Maple. 


We visited one nursery that specializes in raspberry plants and another nearby 
nursery that grows nothing but strawberry plants. So we have been able to purchase a 
good supply of high quality stock which will be brought to our nursery early in the spring 
and will be handled with a minimum of exposure. And by being able to purchase stock 
at favorable prices we have not had to raise our last year’s prices, and you probably know 
that they are about one-half the prices charged by the nurseries that employ salesmen to 
solicit orders. 





This picture was taken last Fall as we were burning a pile of evergreens, 
shade trees and apple trees which had been destroyed by the hail storm. This 
‘brush pile represented about $3,000 worth of nursery stock, including all our 
maple and birch trees of all sizes, and $600 worth of Christmas trees.

Hardy Ornamental Shrubs 


Shrubs have many uses, such as a dividing line between the flower 
and the vegetable garden, or between the lawn and uncultivated ground 
beyond; as a background to a flower border; for hiding an unsightly building, 
fence or foundation, or they may be planted in a mixed shrubbery border, in 
which case those of short, dense growth should be planted along the front of 
the border, graduating to the tall-growing kinds at the back. 


ARROWWOOD 


8-10 feet. An attractive shrub with pe- 
culiar dentate leaves, bright green foliage 
turning to rich purple and red in the fall. 
White flowers followed by small blue-black 
berries that are relished by the birds. Does 
well in shade.

CLIMBING VINES 


BITTERSWEET— 


Native climber, with handsome, glossy 
foliage. The flowers are not conspicuous, 
but the chief glory of the vine consists of 
the large clusters of beautiful, orange-crim- 
son fruits, in quaint yellow husks, retained 
all winter. Bright in effect, its graceful 
sprays of berries are charming for winter 
house-decoration, and are used for draping 
doorways, mantels, and pictures.

Planting Nursery 
Stock 


Most nursery stock can be planted in 
either spring or fall with equal success. 
Spring planting starts as early as the 
ground is in good “working” condition. 
Stock may be planted as long as it is dor- 
mant, but the earlier it goes in the better. 
Evergreens must be planted before any new 
growth starts. 

Fall planting of evergreens starts in early 
August and continues until freeze-up, but 
the fall planting of shrubbery and other 
deciduous stock does not usually start until 
early October, or as soon as the plants be- 
come dormant. 

Bare roots of plants must be protected at 
all times from undue exposure to sun and 
wind, as even a small amount of “drying 
out” will definitely impair the chances of 
the plant making a satisfactory growth. 
The hole for planting should be larger than 
the spread of the roots and only the best 
black topsoil should be used around its 
roots. It is safest not to use any manure 
in the hole, although pulverized peat mixed 
with the soil may be highly beneficial. The 
roots should be well spread, the soil worked 
carefully around them (avoiding air pock- 
ets) and then well firmed by tramping or 
by “water packing” with a running hose.
